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"The lakhera clan was never numerically strong but it attained a 
certain amount of importance in the reign of Alamgir, when 
Saadat Yar Khan, the chief of Kamalia, obtained a jagir from the 
Delhi Emperor." (2) 
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"While Dara's mind was in this state of perplexity and indecsion, 
it occured to him that he was at no considerable distance from 
Gion Khan, a Patan of some power and note, whose life he had 
been twice the means of preserring, when condemmed by 
Chah-Jehan to be thrown under the elephant's feet, as a 
punishment for various acts of rebellion." (8) 
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
